Hugh Harris Man 
With A Mission

Hugh Harris considers himself quite a talker. 

Off the ice the Indianapolis Racers left wing-center is, in fact, 
a glib, out-going individual who gets along well with his fellow 
players and likes things lively in the locker room. 

During a game, Harris -- who came to Indianapolis from 
Calgary in January -- also produces a constant chatter, 
“shouting and carrying on’’ to keep his adrenalin surging. 

But the most important talking the 6-1 athlete does is with 
his hockey stick and his booming shot. 

He’s a perennial scoring threat, keeping the pressure on with 
deft stick handling from the red line in. 

Last year with the Vancouver Blazers (since moved to 
Calgary) the curly-haired Harris scored 23 goals and 34 assists, 
making him the club’s leading scorer. 

This season Harris -- who missed seven weeks of action before 
being traded to the Racers -- has targeted himself a minimum of 
20 goals. 

“In order to score you have to think go erytime you get 
the puck,’’ he explains. “I may go several ga and not get a 
goal. Then I think about it and I realize that haven't been 
telling myself I’m going to score.’’ 

Harris, 27, started playing hockey much later han the 
average Canadian youngster. 

“T was born in the inner city in Toronto and there w ) 
organized hockey,’’ he says. ‘““None of my three brother 
much interest in the game and my mother, from Scot 
didn’t understand it.’’ 

Harris was about 12 when he moved from the center city and 
started skating. He caught onto it quickly and within 3-1/2 years 
he was playing Junior B hockey, a feat that seemed to him like 
playing in the National League at the time. 

“One thing that I quickly learned,’’ he recalls, “is that to play 
hockey you have to be coordinated. You have to shoot while 
you’re going at different angles, while you’re getting hit and 
while you’re traveling maybe 20 miles an hour on 1/16th of an 
inch of steel. If your skate is properly rockered you’re only 
skating on about four inches of it. 

“To the average fan the game doesn’t look that difficult,’’ he 
adds. 

Harris skated in the International League four seasons and 
then the American League 2-1/2 seasons, including a stint with 
the Cincinnati Swords. He played 60 games for the NHL Buffalo 
Sabres before coming over to the WHA in 1973. 

If it hadn’t been for the deal between the Calgary Cowboys 
and the Racers, though, Harris’ hockey career might have ended 
this Christmas. 

The problem started when Harris and Calgary management 
couldn’t agree on a contract. 

“They kept telling me I would be rewarded for my good year 
at Vancouver, but they never fulfilled their part. I was getting 
down on myself, too, and wouldn’t play anymore. 

“T used to go to practice and the coach was so mad at me that 
I would sit there for an hour and a half without doing 
anything,’’ he explains. “I got to the point, around Christmas, 
where I had had it. At home I was a bad guy -- a regular 
Ebenezer Scrooge. 

“My feelings have changed drastically since I came to 
Indianapolis,’’ he adds with a smile. 

Because of his problems Harris joined the Racers playing less 
than his normal 210 pounds and feeling weak from lack of 
activity. 

But one bright thing was apparent to the new Racer. 

“When we came in last year if we got one or two goals against 
* the Racers we could score 9. But this team has really changed 
around -- their attitude is much better. Now they give up one or 
two goals and still come back,’’ he says.

He also found the Racers’ fans were morale builders. 

“This is a good crowd,’’ he says. ““You have your basic fans 
and then an open-minded group that comes in -- they all want 
to have a good time. But the majority of the Canadian and NHL 
crowds come just to see a win. They turn on the team or in- 
dividual players if they don’t win every night. 

“T’ve even had fans come up and say they didn’t like me on 
the ice just because they didn’t like the way I looked -- not so 
much how I played,’ he says. 

Harris, his wife and two daughters started looking for a new 
home in Carmel shortly after he joined the Racers. 

They’ll stay in Indianapolis during the summer, a time that 
often proves a trying one for the amiable Harris. 

“Tf I have one bad fault it’s that I don’t keep myself in the 
greatest shape in the summer,” he says. “I putter around the 
house and play some golf. I can relax for only so long then I 
have to get out of my wife’s hair!’’ 

To keep from getting too lazy in the off-season the Harrises 
head West -- to Los Angeles, San Diego and Las Vegas or for 
their summer home on Lake Michigan. The couple also are 
movie buffs. 

One goal Harris and his wife are looking forward to before 
the end of the season is the birth of a new member of the family. 

“We're expecting a boy in March,’ a proud Harris reveals, 
grinning broadly.
